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Governments and Commigstins 


Canada has become a land of Commissions, Where is the Railway 
Cotynission, the Civil Service Commission, the Deep Waterways Commis- 
sion, Harbor Commissions, the Soldier Settlement Board, the Pensions 
Board, while Commissions almost without number have been appointed in 
recent years to inquire into this, that and the other question, In addition 
to the many Commissions appointed by the D®minion authorities, every 
Province has a number of these bodies created under Provincial statutes, 

Other Commissions and Boards have been created to discharge admin- 
istrative functions, oft-times of a semi-judicial character, when Governments 
have been faced with problems where, for political reasons, they did not 
care to assume direet responsibility in administration because of the pres- 
sure they knew would be applied to prevent a strict enforcement of the 
law, or because of the unpopularity which must inevitably ensue from a 
proper adherence to the,regulations laid down and through the application 


of strict business principles : : 

While not condemning Commissions as an institution in governinent, 
it is open to question whether all Governments in Canada, both Federal and 
Provincial, have not made mistakes in a too frequent. resort to them and 
thereby created a fecling of want of confidence among the misses of the 
people, \ 

Be that as it may be, one thing is at least clear.. If a Government 
transfers to a Commission important administrative duties and responsi- 
bilities which ordinarily belong to Government itself, then it is the bounden 
ditty of that Government to support and uphold the actions of*such Com- 
mission, except where it is shown that the Commission has been de relict 
in its duty, has exceeded its powers, or has shown marked partiaity in 
administration. 

Last summer, one by one the members of the Board of Commerce re- 
signed from office because of disagreement with members of the Dominion 
cabinet, until, at last, there no Board left in ~ existence, 
Readers will recall the sensation caused by the resignation of Mr. Murdock 
and the charges of interference with the Board which he made publicly in 
the press, The Government thereupon appointed new members. to the 
Board. These men recently issued a most outrageous order prohibiting 
the importation of sugar into Canada, ordering that all Canadian purchases 
of sugar must be made from Canadian refineries, and fixing the retail price 
of sugar at 21 cents a pound, plus freight, although there were large sur
